stars 1 MeetinR Aoril 12-l)i were devoted to carrying out the aaslgn- 
ments given the Group by the Foreign Ministers, i.e.* 

(a) A draft proposal containing possible improvements to the 
l/estem oroposals on flerlin of July ?% 1959 made In Geneva. 

(b) A draft directive for possible use at the summit to 
remand the task of further negotiation to a subordinate group. 

(c) A paper on essential conditions of an arrangement for Jsr~ 
lin which could serve as a talking papar for making these points to 
the Soviets. 

(d) A simplified version of Solution "C" of the April 1959 
London .forking Group Report suggesting a series of independent, but 
interlocking declarations on iferlin access. 

(e) A revised draft of a possible proposal for an all-fitrlln 
agreement. 

It was agreed that (a) above was submitted for possible tactical 
use at the summit and that it should not be considered as changing 
the July 28, 1959 proposals. 

There was considerable discussion of the desirability of includ- 
ing a requirement for subsequent negotiations on German reunification 
in the draft proposal of an all- iferlin solutionj Mr. Kohler (U, S,) 
and Lord Hood (U. K.) pointsd out that inclusion of this requirement 
could deprive the all- tferlin proposal of most ot its public relations 
value. Mr. Pauls (Federal Reoublie) said he could not agree to a 
change in the present text which included the reouireraent. The matter 
was left to be resolved at the meeting of the Foreign Ministers in 
Istanbul. 
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Zn the 20th nesting, Mr. Kohler transmitted to the represen- 
tatives of the II. K. t France, and the Federal Republic e paper 
containing General Mors tad's views on a European Inspection sone 
proposal Which could be advanced to the Soviet! . Mr. Kohlor noted 
that the paper contained the views of General Norstad himeelf and 
did not reflect the official position of the U. S. Qovernnent *ich 
in fact had not as yet taken any position on the proposal. Hr. Kohlor 
noted that the proposal covered a complicated subject and that the "" 
governments would want to give it careful study before making their 
reactions known. He suggested that the Norstad paper could be dis- 
cussed by an Informal working group on the fringes of the Istanbul 
meeting and then perhaps by the Foreign Ministers. In any event, 
it would probably be necessary to refer the question to the Foreign 
ilinistera in the long run. 

Mr. Kohler also transmitted a draft U. 3. paper on over-all 
Vestern tactics at the summit. He emphasized that the paper was also 
not an official U. S. paper but was merely intended to provide the 
basis for diseuasion by an informal proup at Istanbul | e reworked 
draft might be presented to the Foreign Ministers or heeds of government 
at a later time. 

The group concluded ite work with the approval of e supplementary 
report to the Foreign Ministers including the texte of the papers 
listed (in a - e) above. 
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
